Govern or Would Not In terfere. 
W hite River Jun ction , Vt., Dec. 8.— 
Govern or Bell today reflused to in ter­ 
fere with the execution of Mrs. Mary 
Mabel Rogers, who murdered her hus­ 
ban d at Ben n in gton , three years ago, 
so she could marry an other man . 
Arrang ements were 
acco rding ly 
made for the execution , which, it was 
stated, would take place between 1 
and 2 o ’clo ck this aftern oon . 
The govern or gave his fin al decision 
after thirty min utes’ con feren ce. In 
which the woman ’s attorn ey pleaded 
for a reprieve, an d Mrs. Jessie Part- 
ton , of Cin cin n ati, presen ted a petition 
sign ed by forty-three thousan d Ohio­ 
an s in the prison er’s behalf. 
The govern or, after listen in g quiet­ 
ly, said: 
“1 believe I k n ow the sen ti­ 
m en t of the people of Vermon t as well 
as does an y.on e. 
I k n ow of n o law 
that is n ot so much for a woman as 
for a man . 
I con sider that for me 
again to meddle in this case would 
place me, as executive, an d the state 
of Vermon t an d its laws. In a ridicu­ 
lous position .'* 
At the same time Govern or Bell was 
in con feren ce with a n umber of offi­ 
cials at the prison . He said he would 
remain at the hotel till 1:30 this af­ 
tern oon , in case of emergen cy.

b orn to the Rev. Thomas Allen and 


his w*ife, Elizab eth Lee, of Pittsfield, 


say s the Boston Glob e. 
Pastor Allen 
w*as one of the notab le men of the 
Pittsfield colony , the head of its only 
church, a strong and sturdy m an of 
the cloth, who has b een called from 
Northampton, from where had also 
sprung Jonathan Edw ards and other 
w’orthies of the Congregational faith. 
To celeb rate the event of the b irth 
of twin sons Mr. Allen planted two 
elms in front of his parsonage, tw ist­ 
ing the tw*o into one trunk and b less­ 
ing their growth. 
The sons were christened on Jan ­ 
uary 1 1, 1784, Samuel Lee Allen and 
William Allen. 
Pastor Allen, who set out the elms, 
m inistered to the people of Pittsfield 
from 1764 to 1810, dy ing while still 
pastor of the church, the longest pas­ 
torate in the history of the church. 
In the 121 y ears which have passed 
the rfninks of the tw*o elms have b e­ 
come one solid m ass of w’ood extend­ 
ing fourteen feet ab ove the ground to 
j w'here the b ranches spring out.

leafage.
